Qualifications of Voters.

Article VIIT of the constitution defines
clearly who shall have the right to vote, o
wit :

Every male citizen twenty-one yoars of age
or upwards who

First. Who shall have been n eitizen of the
United States at least ono month—that is,
who shall have completed his naruralization
at loast one  wonth before the election (on or
before October 5), or shall have been born in
the United States,

Becond. Who shall have resided within the
state at least one year | nnmedintely preceding
the election ; but if' having previously been
a qualified elector or native boru citizen of
the- state, he shall have removed therefrom
aod retoroed, o six wonth’s residence is suffi-
cient.

Third. He shall have resided in the elee-
tion district where ho shall offer to vote ot
least two mooths immediately preceding the
election.

Fourth, He must have paid a state or coun-
ty tax within two years next preceding the
election, which shall have been assessed ut
Jeast two months (oo or before Seprember 5)
and paid within ooe wonth (oo or before O
tober &) provious to the eloction. Itis not
essontinl {that this shall have been assessed
within two years, but payment wust have been
tnade within that time, at least one wonth
before the eleetion.

Fifth. Aoy uative born or legally naturali-
zed citizen between the ages of twenty-one
and twenty-two years, being  othorwise prop-
erly qualificd way voie without the payment
of tax

Sixth, For the purpose of voting oo person
can guin a residence by renson of Lis presence
or lose it by renson of his absence, while em-
ployed in the serviees either civil or milivary
of this state or of the United States, nor
while enguged in tho navigation of the waters
of the stite or of the United States, or on the
high sens, vor while a stodent of uny institu-
tion of learning, nor while kept in avy poor
lowss or other asylum at publie cxpeuse, nor
while copfived i prison,

Soventh. Al eloctors are priviloged from
arrest during their atteodanes ou elections and
in going to and returning therefrom, except
for trenson, felony or breach of the penoe.

Eighth, No sleotor ean be deprived of the
privilege of votlng by reason of not being

registered

Nioth, Any parsin timrring in any manuer
to biriba an eloctor or any cleator who shall
receive or agree o roocive wuy reward or
prowise for s vote, or for withboldivg his
wote shall thereby forfeit the right to vote at
such election.  Any porsow chinllenged fir
such offences shall be required to swesr or al-
firm that the charge i untrue before his vote
shall be received.

The Field of Waterioo.
BrusseLLs, August 12th 1878,

Perhaps the roason why the fiold of Wat-
erloo is mo impressive i beeauso thero is
nothing to indicste the terrific strifes and
mighty destinios that woere decided there,
Nothiog but a huge bronze lion in whose
wonth u bird hadbuileits vest.  The visitor
stands alone in the midst of portentions mam-
ories, undistrnctad by the fuadequate nonu-
ments withiwhich men have cssayed to wark
loss important climages in the affairs of pa-
tionw,

Iff “Genoral Bonaparte,”” as the English
wuides about Waterloo porsist in ealling him,
had been favored with the fine weather that
your correspondent had on  his visit, he would
linve opened the engagement five hours oar-
lier,his artillory would not have been stuck in
the mud, and he would have perhaps aonihi-
Iated Wellington before the Prussians eame to
liis mssistance. I the sbundant harvest that
standds on the field to-day had been there
then, neither army, even it they had boen all
envalry, need have been encumbered or wenk-
ened by subsistence or furaging trains.

No field oould appear loss favored by oature
for vantage of contending armies. The slight
elevation occupied by the Knglish was natu-
rally no stronger than that, three quarters of
a wile distant, hold by the French, Neithor
elevation was high epongh, nor was the inter-
vening of surrounding ground anywhere so
unoven as to provent the mpid ensy move-
mont, in any  direotion, of infantry, eavaley,
and artillery.  The desperatoly  contested
walled garden of Muzemont was strong only

We started from  Brossells at O o m,, tak-

1 moet three women
who were able to carry on the traffie in tloee
langunges : each of them had w basket con
taining  photographic views of the licld, and
relios which they wers teving to sl ; when |
expressed donbt of' the geonineness of the
relics, they fattered we by saying 1 had vo
green in wy eye, mnl before T eould recover
from the sweotness of that surprise, plied me
with their photographs. My friend bought a
bullet fir fonr cents, which ho deopped on
the field and picked up again in order to make
it more plausible and interesting.

There s o constunt  stream of vigitors to
Waterloo. We wet on top the mound that
is surmounted by the brooge livn English,
Germany, and Belginnsg, but more Americans
than of any other nalonality, "The oumbsr
of Awmericans travelivg oo the Contivent this
year must be very large. 1 have wet them
ot alwost every truin in Franee, Belgium,
Switzerland, Gerwany, Holland and England.
They are all more or less howesick. The
first questions are when did you arrive, and
wheu will you return? The genoral verdiet
is; that Europe will do to visit but that it is
not n oountry to live in. (F eourse this is
pothing but the old refrain of every exile,
whether his native land be Alaskn or Florie
du.
